Lombard Kelly, dean of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia school of medi- 
cine said today. 

The state set up a special fund 
of $50,000 last year for this kind 
of work at the Univerity hospital. 


The money is sufficient to’ treat | 


The 
number of individuals 
this special medical and surgical 
service depends, of course, on the 
length of stay in the hospital. 
Since patients suffering from 
unusual diseases are harder 
treat they stay longer than the

Dr. Kelly said the state-aid pa- 
tient program at the school is 
“working out fine.” 

Looking over last week’s list of 
patients, Dr. Kelly said the most 
unusual was the amputation of a 
“madura foot’—a tropical fungus 
disease which results in an in- 
flamed and enlarged foot. 

“T read about this disease in 
medical school and didn’t think I 
would ever run across it unless I 
ever got to India, where it is prev- 
alent, or Africa,” he said. “But 
here it is right in Georgia. 

“That's one of the advantages of 
this new program. It gives 
teaching material we would never 
obtain logally.”’ 

Dr. Kelly said the program is 
available, on recommendation of

Undersecretary of War Robert Patterson 
charges that, because of priorities given the 
synthetic rubber program, there is already a 
shortage of high-octane gasoline serious enough 
to threaten continuance of the United Nations 
air offensive over Europe, in Africa and in the 
Pacific arenas of war. 

Patterson states some military aircraft were 
actually unable to leave the ground in March 
for lack of gasoline. 

Furthermore, he warns that, unless prompt 
steps are taken to bolster the aviation gasoline 
supply by providing machines and equipment 
for 100-octane plants, the planned air on- 
slaught on Hitler’s Europe this summer will be 
weakened. 

Patterson’s statement brought a_e quick 
demand from Rubber Director William M. Jef- 
fers, for investigation. Jeffers is at the head 
of the synthetic rubber program which, accord- 
ing to Patterson, has taken priorities in ma- 
terials which should have gone to the produc- 
tion of aviation gasoline. 

Both gasoline and rubber are essential to 
the prosecution of modern war. A mechanized 
army travels on rubber. Gasoline requirements 
for bomber raids over Europe on the scale 
now in operation, is measured by the millions of 
gallons. 

Whatever else occurs, we cannot permit our 
air forces to be hamstrung for lack of gasoline. 
If they cannot fly, we might as well acknowl- 
edge defeat. 

There is not an hour to spare in investigat- 
ing this situation. The truth must be uncover- 
2d quickly. This is the crucial period of the war. 

Whatever the result of any investigation, 
any lack of gasoline must be overcome. Like-

It leads indisputably to the conclusion that we are not dealing 
with a race of people whose mentality has attained the heights of 
our own. We can hardly rate them at more than half civilized, at 


best. 
Morally, it is difficult to give them a higher standing than the

CONVENTIONS IGNORED 
on our pilots the Japanese 


chose to ignore completely all of the provisions of the Geneva war- 
fare conventions, which they solemnly signed along with other 
civilized nations a few years ago. These conventions were brushed 
aside as though they did not exist. 

The grounds upon which the American pilots were condemned 
were that they had deliberately bombed nonmilitary targets and 
had fired upon undefended civilians. 

Even if these charges were true, which are not, it would be no 
more of an offense than the Japanese have been flagrantly guilty 
of ever since the war started. Thousands upon thousands of Chinese 
have been killed by Japanese bombs dropped on unprotected cities. 
Bombs fell on the city of Honolulu at the time of the Pearl Harbor 
raid. The same was true of Manila, Singapore, Hongkong and 
dozens of other ciities in the Far East. 

And yet the Japanese government now has the degrading temer- 
ity to justify its act on the grounds of murdering innocents.

PATTERN OF POLITICAL IMMORALITY A senate inves- 


tigating come 
mittee, reporting on the sordid story of sales of narcotics, vice, 
whisky, and organized gambling in the prison during the past two 
years, further illustrates the pattern of state government we had 
during those two years. 

There were persons with criminal records in the state capitol, 
working for the state. There were ex-crimi- 
nals on the State Patrol. There were ex- 
criminals in charge of some of the state work 
camps. 

Therefore, it was not surprising to find the 
same pattern in some of the work camps and, 
to a greater degree, in the state prison. 

We are not now in a political campaign. 
These charges were made during the summer 
primary. The fact they were made during the 
primary may have been discounted. 

Now that the charges are being sustained by 
official investigations, and also by the grand 
jury convening at Reidsville, the city near the 
prison, it seems highly important to study them. 

It should have been plain from the begin- 
ning that if there were, at the capitol rtseif, 
some exzthieves, ex-racketeers, and persons 
with records of court convictions, there would 
be found down the line some more of the same. 

What happened at the prison was quite inevitable. 
We were being given ‘“‘cheap” government. To get it, all sorts 
of vicious things went on, but the scornful politicians knew that if 
they could cry “economy” they would fool some of the people into 
cheering on a few murdered prisoners and gross irregularities. They 
believe, also, that any charges against them could be dismissed as 
the charges of the “outs,” or as that of “enemies,” or as that of those 
who “want to get into the trough.” 

The tactics are familiar. 

For a time they were quite effective. As I have said before, 
the moral sense of the people of Georgia had been dulled by the 
constant propaganda of “cheap government” and by the loud and 
constant fanning of the racial issue and by false charges against 
those seeking to expose the vicious and ruthless corruption in office. 

The people were awakened and they won a victory for decency 
and for honest government. I think they are becoming more 
and more proud of what they were able to do. 


THE REPORT Therefore, I think, it is important that the 

people have emphasized the degraded depths to 
which some of that ousted government had sunk. As proof that 
degraded is the word for it, one has but to read the report of vice, 
of narcotics, of boozing, and of other conditions which for two 
years have made the Tatnall prison a vacation playground for 
criminals. 

The senate report says that prisoners could buy narcotics, manu- 
facture and peddle lmuor, and operate gaming tables. Vice was 
easy, as the women prisoners were available, 

The new warden,-appointed by Governor Arnall, began sup- 
pression of these activities. The keys were missing and in the 
hands of the prisoners. Bars had been sawed months before. 
Indeed, a check is being made which probably will reveal other 
escape plans. 

All that is a part of the pattern which was cut at the capitol, 
where the official setup included persons with police and court 
records. 

Such a government was “cheap” in more ways than one. 

It was extolled by some who did not know, or would not be- 
lieve it to be degraded and vicious, but who now may be able 
to see why there were certain “savings.”

The missing timber fits into a pattern. 

The senate committee discovers that during 1941 and 1942 some 
2,000,000 feet of timber were cut from the prison acres and “trucked 
away,’ much of it to Telfair county. 

Timber is bringing enormous prices and has been since the 
war began. Timber brings from $3 to $6 per thousand feet. That 
2,000,000 feet would add up to a tidy sum. 

To date the investigators have found that about 200,000 board 
feet went into. Telfair county. They found that 66,000 feet were 
noted as going into the construction of a small house for troopers.

My Dear Louise: 

I think you are wrong in making a snap judgment of our new 
neighbors. They may not talk or dress or act like the people you 
know best, but that doesn't prove them lepers or fugitives from 
justice. In fact, they may be nearer the unknown standard of 
perfection than we are. * 

If we say we like only one kind of people, we are fooling our- 
selves. That would mean only one person, for no two are alike. 
They all differ in personality and character as in appearance. The 
kinds we like are the many kinds to which we are accustomed. They 
are alike only in being familiar and being approved by us. 

Many of our soldiers who went abroad with unflattering opin- 
ions of foreigners have written back to tell us they were mistaken. 
The people near their camps seemed queer at first, but closer 
acquaintance proves them to be ordinary humans like the rest of 
us and just as easy to like in spite of their different customs. 

Several of the old philosophers told us that man fears the un- 
known. They might have added, with equal truth, that man turns 
up his nose at the unknown. It is a hangover from ancient tribal 
days when every stranger was an enemy and a menace. We are 
no longer really afraid of strangers, but we—that is, some of us— 
give them a cold and unfriendly eye. 

Well, some: caution is necessary in a wicked world; but it is 
unfair and wrong to be prejudiced against strangers merely because 
they are strangers and unlike us. It is too much like hanging a 
man On suspicion without waiting for evidence. 

Moreover, the habit of making snap judgments is as dangerous 
as it is unjust. The person most easily victimized by swindlers 
is the one who fancies himself a lightning Judge of character. Being 
able to make quick decisions 1s an asset, but not if you make them 
without examining credentials, 

If you get the habit of judging strangers without waiting to 
discover what they are like on the inside, you will promptly con- 
demn all strangers who mind their own business and differ from 
you in speech and customs, but with equal promptness you will 
place your trust in a charming rogue whose speech and manners 
proclaim him one of your own kind.

FORT WORTH, Texas, Thursday.—We reached Corpus Christi, 

Texas, yesterday morning about 12:30, and proceeded at once to 
the Naval Air Training Station, where the gentlemen, including 
President Roosevelt and President Camacho, . 
with three ladies, Mrs. Alfred Montgomery, 
wife of the admiral in command; Madame 
Camacho, and myself, lunched at the cadets’ 
mess. The other ladies of the party lunched 
with the WAVES. At the end of our meal, 
Mrs. Montgomery, Madame Camacho and I left 
the gentlemen and went to the WAVES for a 
short time, so I missed hearing my husband 
speak to the cadets. 

There is quite a big contingent of WAVES 
here. 1 was amused to learn that some of the 
officers, who had been very much opposed to 
them, were now clamoring for more. These 
first graduates are doing pioneer jobs and, from 
doing them very well. 

We returned to the cadets’ mess in time for Madame Camacho

Although there has been a regulation for several weeks re- 
quiring that license tag mumbers be written on the backs of all 
gasoline ration coupons, reports have filtered into OPA from various 
filling stations that some consumers are neglecting to do this. Filling 
station attendants are having to write the numbers on the coupons 
for these customers. 

Bertram S. Boley, state OPA enforcement attorney, reminded 
consumers that this regulation was not an act of the attendants but 
of OPA, and that the purpose of having these tag numbers on the 
coupons is solely for the protection of the consumer. 

Stamps marked in this way cannot be_used to buy gasoline for 
any other automobile. If a person loses his gasoline ration book, 
but has written his license number on each coupon, he need not 
be afraid that anyone who finds his book is going to use it. The 
number is his insurance against such misuse. 


Autos Costing $2,500 or More 
Taken Off Ration List 


Persons who want to buy passenger cars with manufacturer's 
list price of $2,500 or more will have to meet few requirements after 
Tuesday; no ration certificates will be required 

for them after that day. 

The dealer and the buyer must, however, 
both vouch for the fact that the car is being 
bought by a person either gainfully employed 

hig or who needs it for an essential wartime purpose 
signing a statement to that effect. Also included in the statement 
must be a description of the car.

Recaps For Truck Tires 
To Go Off Ration Basis 


On May 1, recaps for truck tires will be taken off the quota 
basis; beginning that day, all these tires which, according to an 
official OPA tire inspection, need recapping, can be recapped with- 
out any additional application. 

This change in the regulation was made to preserve tire casings 
which heretofore could not be recapped after the quota had been 
filled, no matter how badly one was needed. Only one-fifth as 
much crude rubber is required for a recap as for a new tire. | 


Buyers at Summer Camps 


May Get Foods in Advance 

Many of the people who migrate each year to spend the summer 
months away from home will be affected by two OPA announce- 
ments, 

Groupy I seasonal institutional users, such as summer camps 
will be able to buy their supplies in advance instead of having to 
buy only a few of their staple foods at a time. 

Purely seasonal housing accommodations will be exempt from 
OPA rent control from June until September 30, 1943. 

Ceiling Prices Announced 
On Washing Machines 

To eliminate excessive prices for used washing machines which 
have been charged in many parts of the ekountry since production 
of new models was stopped, OPA has established maximum ceiling 
prices on all sales of used washers by dealers, individuals and 
auctioneers. 

The new regulation, which bocems effective May 3, establishes 
ceiling prices at March, 1942, levels on guaranteed machines. and 
October, 1941, levels on machihes sold as they are. Ceilings will 
range from $6.67 to $147.50 and cover both sales and rental of 
machines which have been used or which have been in the con- 
sumers possession 90 days. 

The new ceiling prices are established on a dollar-and-cents 
basis and cover every make and mode! of used Washing machines.
